SOME RARE EDITIONS 


(Special to the Eagle) 
College Station, Texas, Jan. 22.— 
Tho main library of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College of Texas has 
recently received several rai'e and in­ 
teresting books related? to agricul­ 
ture. The oldest volume is a copy of 
the “English Improved’’ or “A New 
Survey of 
Husbandry” 
by 
w aiter 
Blith who signs himself a “Lover of 
Ingenuity,” 
The volume is the first 
edition which was published 
in 1649. 
The second volume is by the 
same 
author. 
It is entitled “The English 
Improver Improved” or a “Survey of 
Husbandry Surveyed.” 
This volume 
is inscribed to the Right Honorable 
Lord General Cromwell. 
The other 
volumes are of a much later date 
but are now almost completely in­ 
accessible. One of theve is “I>aws and 
Regulations of the M assachusetts So­ 
ciety for Promoting Agriculture,” is­ 
sued in 1793. 
This volume contains 
the act of incorporations of the So­ 
ciety which is the 
oldest 
law 
re­ 
lating to agricuture in this country, 
this volume also contains a number 
of aphorisms relating to the produc­ 
tion- of milk and cheese and methods 
of cultivating and preparing hemp. A 
later but rather unusually interesting 
volume is the “Farm ers’ Manual, 
a 
Practical Treatise on the A rt of Hus­ 
bandry Designed to Promote an Ac­ 
quaintance with the Modern Improve­ 
ments in Agriculture” by Frederick 
Butler, author of the 
“Catheehetical 
Compound of H istory” oublished by 
the author in 1821. 
Among other volumes in 
this ac­ 
cession is a volume of “Sylvia Ameri­ 
cana” by D. J. Browm, published 
in 
Boston in 1831 and “An Epitome, Mr. 
Forsyth’s Treatise on the Culture and 
Managament of Fruit 
Trees” 
pub­ 
lished in 1802. 
These vo’umes represent numerous 
titles that are being acquired by the 
Library of the College relating to 
early agriculture in this and foreign 
countries. 
An effort is being made 
by the librarian to make this the 
most complete library in this section 
of the country on all topics relating to 
the history of agricultural develop­ 
ment.

DEPARTMENT MOVES 
INTO NEW QUARTERS

Colleg e Station, Texaji, Jan. 24.— 
Finishing work was done in the office 
and class room space of the Animal 
Husbandry building last week and the 
department was mov ed to permanent 
nuarters in the building . Classes in 
theory were held there for the first 
time this morning . 
The building was erected in lit 16, 
the main portion of the interior being 
a hug e amphitheater with an arena 
164x64 feet and rising ti^rs of seats 
extending the full leng th and width 
cf the building 200x100 feet. 
Three 
wide entrance ways, one at each end 
and one at the center of the front on 
the north admit to the arena and 
doors on the left and rig ht sides ot 
the passag e ways from the entrance to 
the arena g iv e admittance to offices 
ami class rooms constructed under­ 
neath the tiers of seats, in tlie space 
between the outer circle of the arena 
and outer walls of the building . There 
are two larg e oficea and two clas.s 
rooms in the east end and also in the 
west end. 
An office open^ on each 
side of the entrance passag e w.ny and 
each office 
adjoins 
a 
class room, 
there being one in each of the four 
corners of the building . 
These class 
rooms are accessible either thi*oug h 
the office adjoining or by doors that 
open to the outside. 
Simarily there 
’ are two adjoining rooms on either side 
of the entrance passag e way on the 
north or front aide. For the present 
these are to be utilized for storag e 
rooms and libraries but they are fitted 
to be conv erted into a reading rrjom, 
locker room, wash room, and lav a­ 
tory, which will be done at an early 
• date 
On the south side of the build­ 
ing are tweh’e stalls for animals to 
he kept at inten’als when they are 
being u.sed in the judg ing classes in 
the arena. 
The appropriation of $ 40,(k>ft was in- 
rufficient to complete the builoing vn 
1916, so the office and class rooms 
wtrg nev er finished. 
The doors 
to 
these rooms were locked and not ev ­ 
eryone on the campus knew that they 
ev en existed. ITie amphitheater has 
been used by the Animal Husbandrj' 
I'ipartment for stock judg ing classes, 
iind v ariiius entertainmenLs hav e been 
held there. 
The department main­ 
tained its old offices in the ag ricultur­ 
al building and the new building has 
been referred to as the Stock Judg ing 
I'av illion. 
It is howev er, the Animal 
Husbandry building and will be recog ­ 
nized by that desig nation now, since 
the denartment has really taken up 
« •uarters then'. The offices v acated in 
the Ag ricultural building will be oc- 
ÍI Tued by P. K. Wbelpton, professor 
<1 farm manag ement and F. Hensel, 
associate professor of Horticulture. 
Pn>fessor Temtdeton, head of the 
occupies the office on the 
rig ht of the entrance in the west end.

Nitrog en 
encourag es the g rowth of stalk and v ines, and if cottonseed meal is used 
where a larg e g rowth is already produced, the results may not be satisfac­ 
tory. Acid phosphate is the proper fertilizer to use under such conditions. 
Some of the sandy soils of East Texas also need potash, so that cotton^ed 
alone will not g iv e as g ood results as a mixed fertilizer containing phos­ 
phoric acid, nitrog en, and potash. 
Cottonseed meal at present prices is a cheap fertilizer, and will produce 
g ood results cn many Texas soils, where properly used.

College Station, Texas, Jan. 24.— 
Finishing work wan done in the office 
and class room space of the Animal 
Husbandry building last week and the 
department was moved to permanent 
quarters in tho building. 
Classes 
in 
theory were held there for the first 
time this morning. 
Tho building was erected in 
1916, 
the main portion of the interior being 
a huge am phitheater with an arena 
164x61 feet and rising ti#rs of seats 
extending the full length and width 
cf the building 200x 100 feet. 
Three 
wide entrance ways, one at each end 
and one at the center of the front on 
the north admit to the arena and 
doors on the left and right sides of 
the passage ways from the entrance to 
the arena give admittance to offices 
nnd class rooms 
constructed 
under­ 
neath the tiers of seats, in tile space 
between the outer circle of the arena 
and outer walls of the building. There 
are two large ofiees and two class 
rooms in the east end and also in the 
west end. 
An office opens on each 
side of the entrance passage way and 
each office 
adjoins 
a 
class room, 
there being one in each of the four 
corners of the building. 
These class 
rooms are accessible either through 
♦ he office adjoining or by doors that 
qpen to the outside. 
Simarily there 
are two adjoining rooms on either side 
of the entrance passage way on the 
north or front side. 
For the present 
these are to be utilized for storage 
rooms and libraries but they are fitted 
to he converted into a rending room, 
locker room, wash room, 
and 
lava­ 
tory, which will be done at an early 
date. On the south side of the build­ 
ing are twelve stalls for animals 
to 
be kept at intervals when they are 
being used in the judging classes in 
the arena. 
The appropriation of $40,(MVL was in­ 
sufficient to complete the hulloing in 
1916, so the office and class rooms 
v t rf never finished. 
The doors 
to 
these rooms were locked and not ev­ 
eryone on the campus knew that they 
even existed. 
The am phitheater has 
been used by the Animal Husbandry 
Department for stock judging classes, 
and various entertainm ents have been 
beld there. 
The departm ent main­ 
tained its old offices in the agricultur­ 
al building and the new building has 
been referred to as the Stock Judging 
FavHlion. 
It is however, the Animal 
Husbandry building and will be recog­ 
nized by that designation now, since 
the departm ent has really taken up

tiered that cottonseed meal chiefly supplies nitrogen, and, while many Texas 
soils need nitrogen, many need phosphoric acid also. 
A m ixture of acid 
phosphate and cottonseed meal will give better results than the cottonseed 
meal alone on soils which are especially in need of phosphoric acid. 
The use of cottonseed meal is not indicated where the soil already pro­ 
duces a good stalk or vine, but does not fruit as weU as it should. Nitrogen 
encourages the growth of stalk and vines, and if cottonseed meal is used 
where a large growth is already produced, the results may not he satisfac­ 
tory. 
Acid phosphate is the proper fertilizer to use under such conditions. 
Some of the sandy soils of East Texas also need potash, so that cottonseed 
alone will not give as good results as a mixed fertilizer containing phos­ 
phoric acid, nitrogen, and potash. 
Cottonseed meal at present prices is a cheap fertilizer, and will produce 
good results on many Texas soils, where properly used.
